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Philippine Notes 


The new airmail stamps of the Philippines, 
showing a Moro vinta with a Clipper plane 
soaring above, are expected to arrive in Ma- 
nila about the end of July, it was learned 


by this correspondent from competent quar- | 


ters. A special cachet will be applied on First 
Day covers, the same sources revealed. 
Denominations of the new air mails are: 
8, 20, 60-centovas and 1-peso, or a total face 
value of P1.88 ($0.94). The stamps bear the 
same design, but varying in colors (one color 
for each denomination.) They are of uniform 


Although no official press release has been 
issued yet by the Director of Posts in regard 
to the issuance of these stamps at this writ- 
ing (May 13), a high postal official told this 
correspondent that reservations for these new 
air mails are now being accepted by the Bu- 
reau of Posts, and all reservations must be 
accompanied with a remittance, a money or- 
der or certified check, in amounts sufficient 
to cover return postage and registry fees. 

Requests for First Day covers must bear 
specific instructions as to the number and 
denominations of the stamps to be affixed, 
and as usual, FDCs must be properly ad- 
dressed in ink or by typewriter. All requests 
for reservations should be addressed to the 
Superintendent, Money Order Division, Bu- 
reau of Posts, Manila. 

Design of the new air mails was prepared 
by Oscar Espiritu, 46, of Manila, as reported 
in this column before. Although it was the 
first time he tried his brush-strokes on postal 
designs, Mr. Espiritu is not new in the art 
of cameo drawing, he being an artist by pro- 
fession, backed with 26 years of experience. 

A graduate of the School of Fine Arts, 
University of the Philippines, and present di- 
rector of the Fine Arts Academy, in Manila. 
Mr. Espiritu, true to the life of many an 
artist, slaves for the love of art, and prefers 
to teach painting rather than dip his brush 
and palette in commercial art. Theory and 
common sense are two qualities essential to 
an artist, according to him, and interpreting 
life through his paintings, the design on the 
new air mails, is an example. 

Questioned as to the social significance of 
the design on the new air mails, Mr. Espiri- 
tu said, it’s “The Linking of the West and the 
East,” the Clipper representing America and 
the vinta the Philippines. (Catalogue pub- 
lishers please note.) With America and the 
Islands linked by Clipper lanes in five days, 
the design on the new air mails of the Phil- 
ippines, is therefore appropriately symbolic. 


President Roosevelt was presented with

portraying Dr. Jose Rizal, and a cover car- 
ried on the inaugural flight of the China 
Clipper autographed by Capt. Musick, by 
Jorge B. Vargas, secretary to President Man- 
uel L. Quezon of the Philippine Common- 
wealth, through Capt. James Roosevelt, eldest 
son of President FDR. 

Presentation of the “philatelic gift” was 
made at the Palm Court of the Manila Ho- 
tel, upon arrival of Capt. Roosevelt in Ma- 
nila, on April 25, by Clipper, on his way to 
Chungking. Upon accepting the stampic gift, 
Capt. Roosevelt said that he would trans- 
mit it to his father and believes that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would be grateful for it. 


Much appeared in Manila newspapers and 
magazines during the last week in April, con- 
cerning the error on the new 2-centavo stamps 
depicting Dr. Jose Rizal with the hero’s hair 
parted on the right side. 

Termed the “second stamp ‘boner’” of the 
Philippines, mentioning the error on the 18- 
centavo Magdapio Falls (nee Pagsanjan) as 
the first “boner”, a local American news- 
paper played up on its front page, a two- 
column story, blitzing with the following 
lead: “Any resemblance between any picture 
of Dr. Jose Rizal and the portrait appearing 
in the vignette of the new 2-centavo stamps 
is purely coincidental.” 

And then, there was the collector, who 
wrote in a local weekly, an article with the 
banner line, ‘The Right Side Is Wrong,” with 
strong emphasis on wrong. 





Explaining the other side of the case, how- 
ever, were a Spanish daily, which played up 
a two-column story; Carlos Quirino, a Manila 
collector and a biographer of Dr. Jose Rizal; 
and one Pablo M. Esperidion. 

The Spanish daily banked that the design 
on the frontspiece of the menu card from 
which the design was reproduced by the New 
York designer, must have been from a reverse 
print; while Carlos Quirino, writing in an 
American paper, observed in part: “Maybe 


it was the fault of the artist who drew the! 


illustration for the new 2-centavo 
wherein Rizal’s likeness is 
been traduced. Maybe it was the fault of the 
engraver. But the fact remains that once upon 
a time, Dr. Jose Rizal did part his hair on the 
right side!” and illustrated the picture in the 
same paper, painted by Felix Resurreccion Hi- 
dalgo, one of the foremost Filipino painters 
in the early days. Concluding, Quirino re- 
marked: “The portrait of Rizal in the new 
2-centavo may cause a furore among philate- 


stamp 
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lists, but to biographers the question is merely 
one of splitting hairs.” 

Without benefit of barber wit, Pablo M. 
Esperidion, writing in an English weekly, 
pointed out that in Volume 1 of the Encyclo- 
pedia of the Philippines, there’s a full-page 
(page 385) picture of Jose Rizal, with the 
hero’s hair parted on the right side. It was 
a picture of Rizal when a student in Berlin. 

Because the popular picture of Dr. Rizal 
has the hero’s hair parted on the left side, 
as depicted on previous issues (2c green and 
rose) of the Islands, as well as the hero’s 
likeness on busts, monuments, match labels, 
and the 2-peso currency bills, etc., a high 
postal official said that no further orders of 
the newly issued 2-centavo stamps will be 
placed at the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing at Washington, D. C., after disposing of 
the 60,000,000 copies printed, and which are 
already distributed to P.I. post offices. 


Asked what design they propose for a new 
2-centavo stamp, postal authorities wouldn’t 
make any commitment, but according to in- 
formed circles, the design showing a bunch 
of Waling-Waling orchids as prepared by Os- 
car Espiritu and accepted by the Bureau of 
Posts as reported in. this column before, 
looms on the postal horizon. 





Total First Day sales of the newly issued 
2-centavo Rizal (regular and O.B.) amounted 
to P3,266.92, and total number of First Day 
covers posted on April 14, was 8,554, accord- 
ing to the records of the Bureau of Posts. 
Plate numbers of the stamps, both regular 
and O.B., are 145416 and 145417, it was 
learned from the local Philatelic Agency. 

Incidentally, April 14, the First Day Sale 
of these new 2-centavo Rizal was exactly 
the same date when the commemorative is- 
sue of the Tenth Far Eastern Games was sold, 
the latter First Day Sale was April 14, 1934, 
remember?

Pan American Airways Clipper service 
from Manila to Singapore was inaugurated on 
May 10, upon arrival of the California Clip- 
per here on May 9. Announcement of this 
inaugural flight was made in Manila papers 
on May 6, which local airmail chicadees con- 
sider as a very short notice. 

Piloted by Capt. W. J. Barrows, the Cali- 
fornia Clipper, carried only air mail; Major 
David Larr, a U.S. Army air observer; F. E. 
Kelch, an inspector of the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority; and five officials of the Pan 
American Airways, on this inaugural air 
service. Covers carried were dated May 9, 
but the California Clipper left Manila, at 
dawn, the following day. 

A circular cachet in green ink (measuring 
37 centimeters in diameter), was applied by 
the Manila Post Office on First Flight covers. 
Design of the cachet. shows a map of the 
Philippines and the Malay Peninsula, with 
Manila and Singapore, each indicated by a 
white dot, and connected by a dotted line, 
showing the Clipper course. Between the dot- 
ted line, a plane is shown heading towards 
Singapore. On the upper left of the cachet, 
“FIRST FLIGHT,” in caps. 

At the time of writing, the number of 
covers carried on this inaugural flight could- 
n’t be determined, but as soon as official 
figures are released by the Bureau of Posts, 
it will be announced in this column.

The New Air Mail Stamps 


Printed by the rotary press process, and 
issued in panes of 50 stamps, the new 6c

Color of the new stamp was not announced. 
Neither were the dates of issuance of the 
other values to appear later: 10c, 15c, 20c, 
30c and 50c. All will be of the same de- 
sign, all printed in a single color each. 

The new series will replace the 
regular series of airmail stamps which con- 
sists of the 6c bi-colored 1938; 10c, 15c and 
20c Map 1926-27; 20c and 50c 1937 Trans- 
Pacific; and 30c Trans-Atlantic 1939. No 
information is given regarding the proposed 
$1.00 air mail stamp or of possible replace- 
ment of the 16c Air Mail Special Delivery. 
Immediate reason for issuance of a new ser- 
ies is to avoid the slow, wasteful and much 
more expensive printing of the 6c bi- 
colored stamp. The House rejected a $165,- 
000 item in the Post Office Appropriations 
bill to allow for bicolored printing and the 
Senate put the item back in the bill, return- 
ing it for House consideration.

Collectors may obtain first day covers of 
the new 6c stamp by sending self-addressed 
covers bearing pencil notation (in figures) i 
stamp space of number of stamps desired af- 
fixed to each cover, and accompanied by a 
money order or cash remittance for face 
value of the stamps to the Washington, D. C. 
postmaster. Orders for unused stamps should 
be sent separately to the Philatelic Agency. 
Postage stamps are not acceptable in remit- 
tances. Postmaster cannot comply with re- 
quests to affix plate number or other special 
positions of sheets.

30c “Discrepancies” Sought 


May 16th Postal Bulletin 
notice requesting postmasters to verify the 
count in each unopened package of 30c 
stamps and if any “discrepancies” are noted 
the full packages with seals unbroken are to 
be returned to Washington.

The official character of the French 
stamps provisionally overprinted ‘‘Besetztes 


Gebeit Nordfrankreich” by the Germans at 
Dunkirk between July Ist and August 9th, 
1940, is vouched for in a letter addressed by 
the Secretary of State for Communications 
in Paris to the President of the French 
Stamp Dealers’ Syndicate under date of De- 
cember 10th, 1940, which states that:— 

“This surcharge was imposed by the Ger- 
man authorities, who desired thus to indicate 
the resumption of postal communications in 
Northern France as from July Ist. 

“Such items having been sold in a regular 
manner by the post offices concerned must 
be considered as having an official status, 
their use being valid upon postal matter for 
the interior. 

“I would add that my Administration 
has not been called upon to notify, through 
the medium of the International Bureau of 
Foreign Post Offices (U.P.U.?), the 
ence of these two types of stamp.”

Another Damaged Cancel 





Our recent item about the damaged Salt 
Lake City machine cancellation which makes 
it read “SAIT” instead of “SALT” prompts 
Carl D. Bibo of Santa Fe to send specimens 


of a similar variety “CARISBAD” for 
“CARLSBAD”, New Mexico. This break 
evidently occurred between Nov. 4 and 6, 


1940 as Mr. Bibo found a specimen without 
broken letter dated Nov. 4 and one of the 
break dated Nov. 6. It has not yet been cor- 
rected. Such damage to machine cancels is 
not infrequent due to a letter containing 
something metallic being passed through the 
machine. Paper clips and coins account for 
such broken letters, though most such effect 
no damage due to careful operation and vigi- 
lance of clerks. 





@ Rockwell Kent, famous for his cover il- 
lustrations of the Saturday Evening Post, al- 
so designed (in 1932) a stamp intended for 
use on interior air mail service in Green- 
land.
